SEATTLE MAY END 
GASOLINE RATION 


But Oil-Companies Still Urge 
Conservation; Larger 
Supply Coming 


8eattle. June 10.—Gasoline ration¬ 
ing in Seattle may end June 17, or if 
not entirely done away with then the 
sales to motorists may be somewhere 
near the normal amount say repre¬ 


sentatives of the three oil companies 
operating here. 

The Shell Oil Company to-day said 
it would be able' to take the lid off 
of sales to its own customers just as 
soon as the Standard and Upton Oil 
companies end rationing. But Just 
how much the Standard Company 
can tilt its restrictive lid with the 
arrival of the tanker El Segundo 
within a couple of days. It was not 
certain to-day. Gasoline brought by 
that vessel, however, will make ft 
possible for many small outlying 
communities and stations to have 
some gasoline again, if they have 
been entirely out during the present 
shortage, it was said. 

On June 17 another tanker will ar¬ 
rive with a still larger quantity of 
motor fuel, and by that time It may 
be possible to remove the ltd on sales 
entirely, although all of the com¬ 
panies say conservation must be 
practiced until August 1 at least. 

No price advances have been made 
by either the Standard Oil or Union 


Oil Companies. The Shell Oil Com¬ 
pany raised Its price recently lty 
cents a gallon, or an amount said tc 
be sufficient to pay th^ freight, cost 
from San Francisco.

Canada's Expenditure on War 
Account Almost Disap¬ 
peared in May 


Y.M.C.A.MAN 
WITH CZECH ARMY 


First Contingent of Bohemians 
Received Aid From 
C, W. Riley 


Vancouver, June 1®.—When the 
Str. Ixion arrived in Vancouver with 
the first shipload of Czccho-Slovaks 
to go home via Canada they had with 
them G. W. Riley, a T.M.C.A. man 
who had been with . them for two 
years during their perilous march 
across Siberia. Mr. Riley is going 
with them all the way to their homes 
and will probably stay there to con- 
| tinue as their "Uncle fr*n America" 
as the Czechs call him. Before be¬ 
coming associated with the Czechs, 
Mr. Riley spent a year with the 
Russian Army in Petrogfad and 
Southern Russia. 

During his long march with the 
Czechs from Russia to Vladivostock, 
Mr, Riley carried on as best he could 
his Y.M.C.A. programme, and sup¬ 
plied the men with such comforts 
as could reach him from America. 
On board ship he had a bounti'ul 
supply of chocolate, and cigarettes, 
besides his moving picture outfit, 
and games. For the trip across 
Canada, the Canadian Y.M.C.A., 
through Its Vancouver Office, has 
arranged for supplies to bo given Mr. 
Riley at various points, and the 
Y.M.C.A. has arranged also for a 
, supply of moving picture films and 
other equipment for the stay at Val- 
cartler Camp, and for the trip across 
1 the Atlantic. 

Mr. Riley says the Czechs are very 
anxious to learn English and he had 
1 large numbers of them in his Eng¬ 
lish classes. They took othe* 
courses of studies also as he had 
opportunity to arrange them. The 
men as they walked through the 
1 streets of Vancouver looked Jlke a 
particularly fine type, and Mr. Riley 
says they are very intelligent, of e - j 
cedent moral character and very!

As an example of their thrift, he | 
says they readily fell in with th# idea 
of having a savings bank.

Two more shiploads of Czechs are 
coming through Canada, and each of 
them will have a Y.M.C.A. secretary 
r with them, both of them Czechs and 
one of whom served in the Canadian 
Army overseas.

Ottawa, June 10.—Satisfactory in- | 
creates in ordinary revenue, coupled 
with a dramatic fall In war expendi¬ 
tures on capital account, appear In 
the May balance sheet of the Finance 
Department. Last month the ordin¬ 
ary revenue was $38,175,200, as com¬ 
pared with $25,353,399 In May. 1919. 
During the fiscal year up to date the 
revenue totals $67,211,075s compared 
with $46,287,587 in the corre¬ 
sponding period of last year. 

Last month capital expenditure on 
war account was $276. In May of 
last year it was $25,916,838. Thus 
there was an unprecedented drop of 
nearly $26,000,000. 

Ordinary expenditure last month 
totalled $39,959,355, nearly $2,000,000 
more than ordinary revenue during 
the same month. But Included in 
this expenditure were the heavy May 
interest payments on Victory loans. 

In every branch ordinary revenue 
shows an increase over last year. 
Despite tariff reductions, made last 
year, customs revenue was $6,000,000 
higher than It was in May. 1919. 
Revenue under the heading of mis¬ 
cellaneous—chiefly Income and busi¬ 
ness profits tax—totalled Over $10,- 
000,000 last month. In May. 1919, it 
was rather more than $4,500,000. 

The increase in the net debt last 
month was $22,216,764; in May, 1919. 
th£ increase* in the net debt was 
$56,556,195. 

Printing. 

Ottawa, June 10.—The report of the 
public printing and stationery branch, 
tabled in the House, showed the 
Government’s newspaper advertising 
bill for the fiscal year 1918-19 to have 
been $438,136.62. Including the 
amounts spent in Victory Loan ad¬ 
vertising during the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1919, the total reached 
$622,197.21. 

The report showed the loss on pub¬ 
lishing The Canada* Gazette for the 
year to have been $7,589.22. 

Back in 1907 The Canada Gazette 
showed a surplus of $16,567.09. 
Since that time, however, printing 
and distribution costs were shown to 
have doubled, and paper had in¬ 
creased nearly 25 per cent, in price.

Ottawa, June 10.—(Canadian Press) 
—Whatever clemency might other¬ 
wise have been shown to the Winni¬ 
peg strikes leaders now in prison, it 
has at least beenMelayed by reason of 
the Uiteats and demands continually 
spoken*and published by Alderman 
Heaps and fathers who have been 
touring the country on behalf of the 
Defence Committee. 

This was the statement of Senator 
Robertson, Minister of Labor, yes¬ 
terday, when discussing a dispatch 
from Winnipeg, which quoted Thomas 
Dunn as saying that a movement for 
the release of the Winnipeg strike 
leaders was on foot among the mem¬ 
bers of Parliament here. 

"I do not know of any such move¬ 
ment," said the Minister, "and further, 
1 am strongly of the opinion that the 
Winnipeg strike leaders will never be 
released upon th# recommendations or 
demands of the Defence Committee. 
If clemency is subsequently extended 
to any . of these men. it will not be 
because of any demands made by 
those who promoted or participated in 
the defiance of authority of the Fed¬ 
eral Government and the courts."

B. C. POWER SITE 

Vancouver, June 10.—Calling for 
an eventual expenditure of 230,000,- 
000. the development of the Bridge 
River power site near Lillooet is In 
its initial stages, surveying and pre¬ 
liminary work now being carried on. 

The plans call for a tunnel a mile 
and a half long under Mission 
Mountain, discharging into Seaton 
Lake, six miles from Lillooet. The 
fall will be 1,400 feet, and an esti¬ 
mated horse power of 400,000 will be 
developed. 

With the exception of Niagara 
Falls and Victoria Falls. Africa, this 
will be the biggest power site In the 
world.

Delegates -at' Montreal Say 
Canadian Soil Wrong Place 
For It 


Montreal. June 10.—The proposal 
of Irish sympathizers to have the 
American Federation of Labor, In its 
convention here, endorse a republi¬ 
can constitution for Ireland and de¬ 
mand the withdrawal of British 
troops from Ireland, threatens to be¬ 
come/a serious matter, certain Can¬ 
adian delegatee announcing last night 
that they would oppose such a move 
on British soil. 

"We have our opinions on the Irish 
question," said a Canadian delegate, 
"and while they may or may not 
agree with the wegding of the resolu¬ 
tion, the convention pf the American 
Federation of Labor is not the place 
to discuss such a topic, especially on 
British soil." 

Several other Canadian representa¬ 
tives concurred with this statement 
and intimated that there was a pos¬ 
sibility that they would withdraw if 
the question were brought before the 
convention for debate. 

Thirty Delegates. 

There are about thirty delegates 
from the Dominion in the conven¬ 
tion, but a number of these are re¬ 
ported to favor the Irish resolution. 

One of the leading Montreal news¬ 
papers declared yesterday that Sinn 
Felners were active, and that the 
convention would be "thrown into a 
turmoil" by the Canadian delegation 
if the Irish question were taken up. 
It was asserted that It would *4be sur¬ 
prising" if Samuel Gompers, presi¬ 
dent of the Federation, should let it 
come before the convention. 

Resolution. 

The resolution In question claims 
that an Irish republic already has 
been established, and that'Jhe Eng¬ 
lish Government, through its troops, 
is seeking to destroy it. The Conven¬ 
tion is asked to reaffirm its endorse¬ 
ment of an Irish republic and demand 
that the military forces of occupation 
in Ireland be withdrawn from that 
country and that the Irish people be 
allowed to guide their own destiny, as 
proclaimed by the President of the 
United States, the same as all other 
nations recently given freedom, com¬ 
prised in his fourteen points, and 
agreed to by the Efrltish Government 
and its Allies in the recent world war.

Mr. Justice Macdonald, in the Su¬ 
preme Court to-day refused to grant 
John R. Green, acting for the Bailey- 
Cameron Investment Co. interests, am 
Injunction restraining the city from 
using that part of what he claims is 
his client’s property upon which the 
sidewalk is constructed. 

“There is no stress for a mandatory 
order to be granted here," said the 
Justice. 

"It seems to jne there is no injury 
as against the property and this 
plalntifr. It is clearly a case that 
should go to trial. It is reserved for 
the consideration of the trial Judge." 

Mr. Green declared that through the 
invasion of the legal rightfe of his 
clients he was entitled to an injunc-, 
tion. 

“The Cameron Investment Co. is 
in the position of a tramp with regard 
to this property because they have no 
right, title or interest in the prop¬ 
erty.” said H. B. Robertson, appear¬ 
ing with City Solicitor Pringle for 
the city. "There is no urgency shown, 
and I submit that no injunction can 
be granted without urgency being 
shown." he added. 

Mr. Green claimed that the trouble 
between his clients und the city 
arose through the city not register¬ 
ing its deeds to the property when 
it widened the street. The by-law to 
widen the street were then held void 
by the courts. Mr. liailey loaned 
$15,000 to the original owner on the 
property as a mortgage? which wus 
then assessed at $86,000. 

“In 1916 without knowledge on 
Bailey's part, and without a by-law 
the city constructed the sidewalk,” 
said Mr. Green. "It was held by the 
j courts that he had not acquisced In 
this. In 1917 Bailey assigned the 
property to the Cameron Investment 
Co. Then the city raised the taxes 
from $300 or $400 to $1,800 a year, 
and the rentals dropped from $140 
to $60 a month.” 

“Cameron now has a first mort¬ 
gage on that property, but the city 
is maintaining that sidewalk, and is 
still using it."

The commission sent to America 
by the Jewish communities of Gal¬ 
icia to secure reconstructive aid for 
their destitute people, consists of Dr. 
Morris Pachtman. chairman of the 
Jewish National Council of Galicia; 
Julius Bis let, director of the Credit 
Union of Lemberg; Dr, Joseph Tan- 
nenbaum. representative of Galician 
Jewry at the Peace Conference, and 
Moses Frostig, editor of the Lemberg 
Tageblatt. 

“The distress of the Jewish popy- 
j lation in Eastern Galicia is beyond 
description.” the report reads. "The 
war has destroyed entire cities where 
large communities of Jews lived. 
There are many Jewish settlements 
which are now merely a name. In 
other settlements 40 to 80 per cent 
of the Jewish houses have bee/i des¬ 
troyed. 

"Out of the 94 cities and towns, 
thoroughly investigated by the com¬ 
mission. only a few can still be called 
settlements. In these towns and 
townships. approximately V 0 0 0 ! 
houses, owned and inhabited by JeWs, 
have been burned down. 

“The pestilence of the Middle Ages 
lias been revived in Eastern Galicia. 
Hunger, cold and disease are re¬ 
sponsible for a mass extermination, 
against which sanitary regulations 
make little headway, because it is al¬ 
most impoasible to light epidemics 
in cellars and dugouts.” 

Need Foreign Aid. 

Three-fourths of the Jewish popu¬ 
lation is dependent upon foreign help, 
because production has been stopped 
as Jewish workshops are almost com¬ 
pletely destroyed, according to the 
report. Of the 70,008^ Jews in Lem¬ 
berg. ^5,000 are living on one meal 
a day consisting of soup and 15 
grams of bread, furnished by Jewish 
relief kitchens. Twenty thousand 
more are not much better off. the 
report atatea.
